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This is the Second Edition of Epistle III. Provided the following pecuharities are 
regarded with care, there is no reason why it should ever be confused with its 
immediate predecessor. The ornament upon the title-page represents a bird with 

tstretched wings standing within a panel of scrolls, and supported on either side 
db a basket of fruit and flowers. In this edition the same head-band figures at the 

of the half-title, but the band at the foot is different; in its centre is an oval 
block within an oval ring. The two rules above and below the words Epistle III 
are only three-quarters of an inch, apart. Upon the upper portion of page 5 the 
same ornament appears as that which stands in a similar position at the head of 
Page 5 of the first edition. But the device in the centre circle of, the block (the 
Standing female) was exchanged for one representing a female figure seated upon a 
bench. with an open book by her side, holding in her right hand a mirror, and with 
a snake entwined around her left arm. The tail-piece upon page 20 represents a 
basket of flowers, standing upon a fancy pedestal with heavy side-scrolls. Finally 
the lines are correctly numbered from 1 to 316. | 


Towards the close of 1733, before Epistle I made its appearance, the three Parts of 
An Essay dn Man already published were made up for sale in the form of a single 
volume. For this purpose the copies of each then in stock were taken, the half- 
title to Epistle IT] was removed, and Epistle I was placed between the half-title 
and title-page of Epistle II. The whole three were then stabbed '* together in the 

manner at that time customary. In every example of the book thus formed that 
I have seen in its original state, Epistle I was of the edition Corrected by the 
Author; Epistle II was of the edition with the whole of the lines unnumbered; 
and Epistle III had upon its title-page the bird ' ornament. This fact is of service 
in deciding the correct sequence of the three editions of Epistle II, for the copies 
remaining in stock at the close of the year would naturally be of the most recent 
printing. Occasionally the half-title of Epistle III was preserved in place of that 
attached to Epistle II. I imagine that this sacrifice of the then superfluous halt- 
titles accounts for the very large number of copies of these two Parts, imperfect in 
this respect, which abound to-day. ;
